I knew that thou hearest me always: hut because of the 
multitude that standcth around I said it, that they may 
believe that thou didst send me.” 
Then He called into the dark tomb, "Lazarus, come 
forth." 
Lazarus came stumbling out, still wrapped in his grave 
clothes. 
“Loose him," said Jesus, "and let him go " 
N o doubt, as Lazarus walked again as a man and 
flexed his muscles painfully as feeling returned to his 
limbs, he tried to recall what it had been like to be dead 
and entombed. 
It is quite likely that he could recall only a blank 
state of unconsciousness, similar to sleep, for Jesus had 
said: 
"Our friend Lazarus sleepeth; but I go that I may 
awake bim out of sleep." 
Both Martha and Mary reproached Jesus with the 
same words before He had recalled Lazarus from the 
tomb: 
"Lord, if thou hadst been here, my brother had not 
died.” 
Perhaps it was for them, for their lack of faith, for 
their blindness to His true identity that Jesus wept in 
that moment, rather than for His friend Lazarus, whom 
H e was about to restore to life.
